Imperial Maritime League, who made 
the following statement to Canada: 

"The resolution passed by the Vic¬ 
toria and Enqulmalt branch of the old 
Navy League, in favor of reunion with 
the Imperial Maritime League, is* most 
natural and most patriotic. Unfortun- 
aiely those who adopted it did not. and 
could not, know that throughout the 
whole period of controversy, dating 
from our resignation and those of other 
members of their body, the executive 
committee of the old Navy IxMigue have 
peremptorily rejected all Ideas of com¬ 
promise, and have resolutely adhered to 
their attitude of b^lnd support~o£* tha 
naval policy of the present government 
and of Sir John Fisher. 'We back Sir 
TdT’ntr FlsTri*?;' Were, Indeed. Tfie"“a<*luaT 
words used by the official secretary of 
the old Navy Leugue In a recently pub¬ 
lished interview*. 

"Briefly, the position is this, that the 
Liberal government are the tool of the 
Little England and little' navy section 
of their supporters, that Sir John 
Fisher Is the tool of the Liberal gov¬ 
ernment. and that the old Navy 
League is the tool of Sir John Fisher. 
In that capacity the Navy League 
busies Itself In stifling criticism, and In 
condoning, palliating, and defending Iho 
financial starvation of the British navy, 
with all the deadly evil w*hlch such 
starvation has occasioned. 

"The old Navy League has even ap¬ 
proved the abandonment by Britain of 
the attempt to command the Pacific, an 
abandonment which is and will he de¬ 
nounced to the utmost by the Imperial | 
Maritime league. 

"We may mention that Mr. H. W. 
Wilson, one of the foremost naval writ- i 
ers in the Empire, and for many years 
editor of the old Navy League's Jour¬ 
nal, has Just left the Navy League in 
final disgust, and has transferred his 
support to the new organization (the 
Imperial Maritime League) Joining 
both its council and the executive com¬ 
mittee. 

"Inasmuch r.s the Navy League de 
dines to publish In the Navy League 
Journal communlcationafrom us (for 
that has been the case up to the pres¬ 
ent). It has not been possible for the 
branches of the old league overseas, 
or indeed for members and associates 
of the old league In the mother coun¬ 
try generally to ascertain (except In so 
far as they may have seen letters from 
us In the public press or elsewhere) 
the real situation. We cannot hut 
think that, the real situation once 
grasped, the Navy League adherents 
would Insist upon the Navy Leugue 
committee taking a vastly different line 
to the one w*hlch they are in fact tak¬ 
ing." 

The Imperial Maritime League was 
founded on January 27. 1908, by Mr. 
Smith and Mr. Wyatt, who seceded 
from the committee of the Navy League 
as a protest against the policy followed , 
by the latter league in connection with 
naval matters. Mr. Smith was hon. 
vice-president of the Cambridge Uni¬ 
versity branch of the Navy League 
and chairman of the universities sub¬ 
committee. Mr. Wyatt at one time 
acted as honorary secretary, also as 
Navy league envoy to the colonies. 
The council and committee of the Im¬ 
perial Maritime League include many 
prominent members of the peerage and 
the naval and military services.. The

Mayor Hall replied that he did not 
know that such a thing was included 
in the by-law. 

Aid. Mable remarked that some mem¬ 
bers of the parks bbard. Including the 
chairman, were very much In favor of 
having band concerts. 

Mayor Hall explained the arrange¬ 
ment that had been made last year 
between the city, the Victoria day cele¬ 
bration committee and the exhibition 
association, which, however, had not 
been repeated this year. The parks 
board had no money for the purpose, 
while the council had $500 in the esti¬ 
mates for music. The question was

A British patent wan recently issued 
to Alfred A. McKay Jordan, optician of 
Vancouver, on an Improved orthoptic 
of that class used by rifle marksmen to 
more clearly define the sights. 

In devices of this kind at present in 
use the most popular are those in which 
the eye-piece, whether with or without 
lens, Is held In the desired position In 
front of the eye by a forked upward ex¬ 
tension which Is passed under a band 
round the forehead or under the cap. 
This is objectionable In that the orch- 
optlc has to be pushed to one side when 
not In use and requires to he readjusted 
to the eye when again required. 

Dr. Jordan overcomes this defect by 
hinging the stem of the eye-piece to a 
light frame through which the forehead 
band passes, and as the hinge Is sus¬ 
ceptible of movement In a single plane 
only, the eye-piece may be turned up 
clear of the eye jvhen not required and 
will when tumad >lou-n again, assume 
its original adjusted position.

Transportation had been defined as 
"the keys with which wise statesmen 
open the doors of national prosperity,’’ 
said Major Stephens, In explaining 
that no subject which could engage 
the attention of Canadians could equal 
in Importance that of lessening the 
coBt of transporting products, and 
that upon the efficiency of our coun- 
try's transportation facilities depend¬ 
ed the future integrity of the Dominion 
and the comfort, wealth and power 
of the people. The speaker dwelt on the 
great future of Canada, and compared 
Its position al the beginning of the 
twentieth century with that of the 
United State* at the beginning of the 
nineteenth, giving many interesting 
facts and figures. He touched upon 
the three natural outlet channels for 
the trade of the Northwest, the Mis¬ 
sissippi, the Bt. Lawrence, and the 
Hudson Bay. and the importance of 
an early and full realisation of our 
national Inheritance In water trans¬ 
portation. Major Stephens also went 
deeply into the question of lessening 
the cost of transportation, believing 
the problem was to be solved by the 
development on broad and compre¬ 
hensive line* of our seaports, at which 
our railways and waterways converged. 

In 1907 New York paid 129.000.000 Cor 
an Improvement arhem* almost identi¬ 
cal with that in Montreal- For that 
sum It built eight pi«r». and placed up¬ 
on them eight double-deck steel and 
concrete freight sheds, having an area 
of 120.000 square feet leas than those 
now being erected ln # Montreal. Mont¬ 
real’s development would place along¬ 
side of every shed two railway tracks. 
Whereas the New York development', 
was Inaccessible to railways, and cars 
had to be lightered on barges into the 
■hip, and vice ver*at 

This meant that Canada w»s getting 
a port development for 14,600.000 that
